The tall man whirled and 
fired.

small body of little Freddy King, a 
nine year old boy, who wras attem pt­ 
ing to escape in his terror. 
Another 
shot slightly wounded a bartender 
named Mingo. 
The wounded boy was laid upon 
the bar, where he died shortly. 
In 
the excitement which followed the 
shooting the marauders escaped. A 
day or two later the three men now’ 
in prison were arrested. 
They were 
tried before Judge Arthur Gettings, 
of Anoka. The evidence against them 
was not the most convincing. Indeed, 
of all those 
present, the only one 
who positively identified the three 
was a seven year old boy. He eon- 
tpnded that there was a flag or star 
on the hand of the man who held 
the gun. 
One of the men had a tat­ 
too mark on his wrist. 
This 
no 
doubt was seriously considered by 
the jury*. 
Near the saloon where t h e ‘fatal 
raffle was held a coat and three 
handkerchiefs were found. The hand­ 
kerchiefs had been used as masks. 
The coat was identified by a num­ 
ber of people as that worn by the 
tall man w ho did the shooting. When 
tried on Hammon, the tallest of the 
trio, it was found that while tall he 
was short of arm, and that the coat 
sleeves lapped hopelessly over his 
hands. 
However, when the coat was 
tried on Calderwood, 
although 
he 
was short of stature, it was found to 
be a fairly good fit. But that Calder­ 
wood could have done the shooting 
w as entirely at variance with the un­ 
disputed evidence of all that it was 
the tallest man of the three who 
stood in the center and manipulat­ 
ed the gun. 
The jury accepted the evidence as 
sufficient, and the three men were
